21. (Original) A method of treating an atherosclerotic plaque comprising heating an inflamed 
atherosclerotic plaque in the lumen of a blood vessel witli a heat source having a temperature in the 
range of from about 38.5°C to 44°C for a period of time ranging from about 15 to 60 minutes and 
inducing apoptosis in a macrophage.
